number pf fifty, .were taken to Caloo- 
can 'today and were surrendered to 
relatives of the dead.

and Fifty Wounded in a 


Desperate Fight 


SHOT DOWN BY TROOPS 


Town of Slatousk, Among the 


Ural Mountains, Scene of 


Much Bloodshed, 


St Petersburg, March 28.—A great 


strike riot, accompanied by much 
bloodshed, has occurred &t the town 
of Slatousk, in the government of 
Oofa, among the Ural mountains. 
Twenty-eight persons were killed and 
fifty others were wounded. 


The strike started in the state iron 


works where five hundred men walk- 
ed out, demanding the 
release of 


three of their comrade* who had been 
arrested. The governor of the pro- 
vince, who went to inquire into the 
affair, was mobbed as he was enter- 
ing the house of the manager of the 
worki. The rioters stormed 
the 


house and smashed in the doors and 
windows. The mayor with a force of 
gendarmes and 
a detachment of 


troop* then arrived on the scene and 
ordered the rioters to disperse. The 
latter, however, ttood their ground 
and the mayor wa« wounded by a re- 
volver shot. 
The gendarmes and 


troops immediately replied with fir- 
ing volleys at the mob and killed or 
wounded seventy-eight men. 


Slatousk (also spelled Zlatoust) is 


the chief town of a mining district 
and is the center of the southern im- 
perial mines. It ha* iron works and 
an extensive manufactory of dam- 
asked scimetars and article* of inlaid 
and embossed steel. Blatousk has 
an altitude of 1,343 feet and con- 
tain* a population of about 21,000 
souls.

Antarctic 
Expedition 
Fared 


Severely-Some Narrow 


Escapes Had, 


Lyttleton, New Zealand, March 28. 


—The sledging parties of the British 
Antarctic ship Discovery, whose ex- 
periences were reported by the relief 
ship Morning on the latter'* arrival 
here Wednesday, engaged in much 
hazardous work. The dash 
sou*-n- 


ward of Captain Scott, of the Discov- 
ery, as a. result of which he reached 
latitude 82.17 south, was attended 
by great hardships and extra strain. 
The softened snow told quickly on 
the dogs, which all died. The party 
had only a month's provisions when 
they, left the southernmost depot and 
therefore it was impossible to con- 
tinue southward without. inviting 
disaster. The return 
journey v/as 


most trying. The party were on 
short rations for five days, and their 
progress was seriously , impeded by 
fog. 
Lieut. Shackleton burst a blood 


vessel in one of his.lungs and only 
his pluck pulled him through. 


The crew of the Discovery are de- 


scribed as having palpably aged 
owing to hard living, but all are well 
and cheerful. 


Another party, under Lieut. Barnes, 


was returning from a sledge journey 
towards Cape Crozier when a blizzard 
struck them ten miles from home. 
Barnes abandoned his tents and 
sledges and left the dogs to find freir 
own way to the ship. Owing to the 
blinding snow Barnes and his com- 
panions were unable to see two yards 
ahead.

Jhe distance a man shaves in an 


average lifetime, or the distance his 
razor travels over his face, will be 
a surprise to most people. It, of 
course, differs to a more or less ex- 
tent with each individual, on account 
of personal taste, which determines 
whether a man wears partial or full 
whiskers with or without a mus- 
tache, a mustache alone, full beard 
with shaven upper lip, a chin beard 
with or without a mustache, or is 
altogether clean shaven. 


Second, it differs to a fractional ex- 


tent for the following reasons: The 
measurement of the faces of two in- 
dividuals is never exactly alike. The 
texture of people's skins and 
the 


strength of the growth of hair on 
the face differ just as widely, and it 
is the tenderness or stoutness of the 
skin and the strength or weakness 
of the growth of hair that decide 
how many times a man passes a 
razor over his face. 


In the came individual the condi- 


tion of the skin and the growth of 
the hair vary not only with 
tha 


health of the individual, but with 
the temperature of the atmosphere, 
hair on the face growing much more 
rapidly 
and 
strongly 
in 
warm 


weather than in cold. 


So on all counts, in' order to arrive 


at the distance a man shaves in a 
lifetime, it is necessary to make cer- 
tain averages, and seeing the num- 
ber of men who wear full beards and 
the number who are clean shaven, 
we may take as an example of the 
average man the one who only wears 
a mustache. 


But there is the average fair man 


and the average dark man, and it is 
necessary to discriminate between 
the two, for the reason that the dark 
man is, in the vast majority of cases, 
compelled to use a razor quite a year 
earlier than the fair man. 


From a multitude of examples an 


average measurement round the chin 
from ear to ear is found to be twelve 
and n half inches. From where the 
beard starts on the 
throat to the 


chin, and thence to the edge of the 
upper lip, is four and a half inches. 
You must reckon that it is necessary 
to give two strokes of the razor to 
each inch or fraction of an inch in 
order to cover all the surface, and 
o go -over each section of the face 
wice in order to secure a clean sur- 
ice. 
So, multiplying the 
number 
of 


trokes by the number of times the 
azor is.passed-over the entire face, 
you get ' the figure four, and 
four 


imes the 
two 
above 
mentioned 


measurements gives you the figures 
of fifty and eighteen 
respectively, 


which added together produce sixty- 
eight. Therefore, the average ™»", 
whether dark or fair, shar«c aixtr- 
eight inches once every twenty-four 
hours. 


Vital statistics on the subject ot 


the duration of men'* lire* are mis- 
leading by reason of the fact that all 
who die in infancy are included, and 
enormously lower the average. It is, 
therefore, better to fall back on the 
Psalmist's estimate of three 
score 


years and ten—cr seventy-years—in 
order to arrive at the iiie of the aver- 
age male adult. With these figures 
we arrive at the result that every 
man wearing only a mustache shaves 
2,068 feet 4 inches per year. 


Taking, then, the average life at 


70 years, and that the fair man be- 
gins shaving at 18 and the dark man 
a year earlier, or at 17, we have the 
following result: That n :Cair man, 
if he lives till he is 70, will shave 
in the course of his life 20 miles 651 
yards 4 inches. The dark man, if 
he lives till he is 70, will shave in 
the course of his life 20 miles 1,340 
yards 1 foot 8 inches.

"The time ha* come when the 


farmers' telephone must become a 
part of the government mail serv- 
ice." This announcement is made by 
Senator Charles W. Fairbanks, of In- 
diana, explaining his effort to have 
$25,000 appropriated by congress 
for "experimental 
rural telephone 


free mail delivery." 


In the hurry of the last week of 


congress the item in the postoffica 
and postroads budget -was overlooked. 
Though in the final committee ses- 
sion« it was cut out, it is an indica- 
tion of -what the next step in per- 
fecting the mailService will be. Sen- 
ator Fairbanks will bring it promi- 
nently before the next congress. 


"In Indiana, Illinois, Missouri 


Iowa, Wisconsin, Ohio, Kentucky and 
In the other central states that have 
been covered with farmers' telephone 


' lines," said Senator Fairbanks, "the 


day is already at hand when th 
farmer should have a cheap specia 
mail delivery the same as the city 


'• -'man has. He has his rural mail de 


livery, but he can have more, and ! 
will, like the present 
special mai 


delivery system which is limited t 
postoffice towns, become more than 
self-supporting. As yet the tels 


hone has not become general in all i 
tates, but there are many sections of 
he country that are covered. 
"The farmers' telephone has come 
o stay and 
to become one of the 


greatest agencies in our commercial 
and home life. The government can 
greatly improve its mail service if it 
realizes this fact. 


"In the cities, special messenger 


boys are employed to make delivery, 
The question is whether similar quick 
service cannot be given the country- 
man, by utilizing the telephone in 
stead of the messenger boy. The 
special delivery system that we now 
have for the cities and towns has so 
rapidly developed, as its utility be 
came generally known, that it is no 
a burden on the government, but las 
year netted $167,000. My idea is 
that experiments would show tha 
the special service could not only b 
extended to the country successfully 
and be made at least self-supporting 
but that in addition to giving th 
farmer quicker communication wit 
the world than even the rural mai 
gives him, it would put a premium 
on building farmers' lines, and tha 
farmers and co-operative companie 
in those states that have been a littl 


low in this respect wouia hurry up' 
the construction 
of lines. 
While 


this would not benefit the 
govern- 


ment, a telephone in the 
home of 


very farmer in the country certainly 
would have an effect on the commer- 
ial and social life of the country." 
Senator Fairbanks' plan is to have 


the government issue a new tele- 
>hone special delivery rural 
mail 


stamp. It might De copied after the 
present special delivery stamp. Pos- 
sibly it could be sold at the same 
cost, and with the development of the 
service this cost might be greatly 
reduced, as the telephone should be 
much cheaper than special delivery 
boys and car fare*. 
This 
stamp 


would be notice to the postmaster at 
•whose office the letter 
is directed 


that h« is to open the letter and re- 
peat the message over telephone to 
the person to whom the letter is ad 
dressed, or, at least, deliver it to per 
sons that would see that the content 
of the letter is delivered at once. 


Even on the rural mail route 


where the service now is daily and 
marvel of development, this servic 
would be a great boon. The carrier 
on all rural mall routes start out i 
the morning—most of them betwee 


and 8 o'clock. They take out mall 
lat was received at the 
postof&ce 


IB day before or early that morn- 
ng. If a letter is received 
after 


they leave it must lie until the next 
morning. By the new service possi- 
bly it could be delivered to the per- 
on addressed long before the carrier 
eaches the house. 
Such a service, it is pointed out 


by the senator, would not only be 
unique in the postal facilities of the 
world today, but it would fill a want 
that even the telegraph companies 
do not at present nil. 


In at least all of the progressive 


central states the farmers' telephone 
lines run ten, fifteen and even twen- 
ty miles back from the railroad and 
telegraph stations. 
Because of the 


exorbitant delivery rates that the 
telegraph companies charge to reach 
these remote places, their service is 
said to practically only extend a mile 
or two from the towns, or within 
10 or 25-cent messenger radius. 


The service that Senator Fairbanks 


has in mind, and which he would 
seek to develop as a complete gov- 
ernment service, 
through 
experi- 


ments that would be convincing, of 
necessity at first would b« only local 


It would take time for the farmers! 
to include with their 
address the' 


statement that they could be reached j 
by 
government 
telephone. 
It is [ 


thought, however, that 
within a| 


month after such experiments would 
be started the farmers of the coun- 
try would become so thoroughly in- 
terested that they would not only 
let their friends and communicating i 
firms know that they 
have 
tele-j 


phones, but that farmers in sections | 
that are not 
now covered with' 


'phones would at once begin construc- 
tion of lines to get the advantage of 
the service. 


It has been only within the past 


few months, or a year or two at most, 
that such a scheme would be prac- 
ticable. 
The number 
of farmers' 


telephone lines has not 
only in- 


creased, but they have been built 
as a rule by co-operative companies 
of farmers and not by corporations. 
Even the corporation lines are "in- 
dependents" as a rule. The! experi- 
ments with such a service would 
have to develop the points of tariff. 
It is thought, however, that the gov- 
ernment could get a flat five or ten- 
cent rate over all lines, and could 
give the service for ten cents flat 


and make money. 
j 


Farmers' lines can now be built! 


very cheaply. Many lines have been j 
built by farmers in Indiana, Ohio, | 
Illinois, Iowa and other states where j 
timber was available at a very lowi 
cost, the farmers doing most of thej 
•work themselves. They have brought j 
their poles out of their woods, put] 
the cross-bars on, arranged the in-j 
sulators, raised the poles and have 
then strung the wires, employing an 
electrician only to put up the boxes 
and install their "central." Their 
operating expenses have been but 
$3 or ?5 a year. The individual 
cost of the boxes, wire and other 
equipment has in some cases been 
less than $15. 


The lines not only work perfectly, 


but in some cases they are far su- 
perior to the old monopoly lines that 
have "grounded circuits." As a rule, 
the farmers' companies have gone to 
the extra expense of buying copper 
wire, such as is used on long-distance 
lines. They explain that while the 
original cost of copper wire is heavy 
it is not only superior as a voice 
carrier, but it dees not break an< 
get down on the ground as often 
the less expensive wife. 


There are a few lines in the central 


states that have been constructed by 
farmers insulating and using the 
top strand of their ordinary 
wire 


fences. They have, used tiles in 
running the connecting wires under 
roads, or have bridged roads 
and 


gates with 
upright 
poles. 
These 


lines work perfectly and would be 
especially valuable in the develop- 
ment of the mail 
service in the 


prairie sections of the country. 


The farmers that have been pro- 


gressive in leading the way in in- 
dependent telephone construction ar« 
ready for the service. In «ome s»o«

Did you 
ever hold 
a triangular j 


prism in the sunlight so as to -cast- a 
"rain-bow" on the floor or the wall? 


Try it again and notice that one 


end of this spectrum is red, the other 
violet. Now take a piece of blue glass 
and make the light from the prism 
pass through it.

Do you know 
that it is only a few years, since it 
was discovered that the rays from, 
opposite ends of the spectrum act 
differently on living things?

You probably call it sun- 
burn, though it is aot a' burn at all 
If you could- cut out of-the light tha 
strikes you .the rays at the •violet en< 
of the spectrum, the heat would no 
•burn" you."' If you could have 
big red glass tent to fish under you 
would' never'get "sunburn." It i 
the violet or ultra-violet rays, not th 
heat, that you Must-blame. .-.This wa 
discovered by'- a certain .Danishi doc 
tor. 


The rays, at the .violet end' of th 


pectrum are responsible for anotner 
ind of irritation of the skin that 
eaves terrible effects. When one has 
he smallpox the skin is frightfully 
sensitive. 
If 
ordinary sunlight 


trikes it the violet rays cause se- 
vere irritation and deep sores. When 
these heal they leave the face scarred 
with the pits of smallpox. The same 
Danish doctor found that smallpox 
patients, from whose skin these vio- 
let rays were shut off, not only go1 
well much more rapidly, but escaped 
without any scars or pits. All they 
had to do to prevent scarring was to 
live in red light. This doctor kep' 
smallpox patients under a red glass 
tent and sent them away without a 
scar. The rays at the violet end o 
the' spectrum were proved to be th 
cause of the. scars. 


But the same doctor also discovere 


that these same rays were powerfu 
for good as well as for evil who 
rightly directed. 
It is found tha 


eyond the violet colored part of the 
pectrum there are rays that have a 
owerful chemical action. These are 
he rays which make all the photo- 
;raphs. Hence they are called actinic 
ays. 
Now this Danish doctor found that 


the violet, and especially the actinic 
rays, will destroy those tiny plants 
that we call bacteria. 
Some bac- 


teria are very useful to man, but 
some, chiefly bacilli, are the cause oi 
certain 
diseases. These, powerful 


rays of light, when concentrated or 
focused, kill disease germs. So this 
doctor got a lens like an ordinary 
burning glass, and catching the Ugh 
that passed through some blue wate 
(and so lost all but its blue, vlole 
and actinic rays) began to expert 
ment on certain skin diseases known 
to be caused by bacillL" His flrst pa 
tient was a'sufferer from lupus,' 
terrible skin disease for which a 
cure was known. With a bit of glas 


ome blue water and these powerful 
ays of light the doctor made the 
first cure of lupus ever known. 


Then he riggett up a powerful elec- 
ric light, three times stronger than 
any ordinary arc light and, tocussing 
he healing rays, sent them through 
a tube, ao as to control their direc- 
tion. 
He continued to experiment 


and to cure. He found that one kind 
of cancer, another disease that had 
no remedy except the .knife, could 
sometimes .be cured by light 'alone. 
A kind of baldness, 
due to bacilli, 


was also cured. Cases of erysipelas 
and other skin diseases were greatly 
helped. Hundreds of people flocked 
to him. and were cured, and he became 
famous. 


Now Queen Alexandra, oi England, 


was born in Denmark. Her fathe 
was Christian, king of Denmark. Oa 
her marriage Tennyson referred t 
her as "Sea King's daughter 
from 


over the sea!" The queen, when 


rincess of Wales, went with her ris- 
er, the dowager empress, then the 
mpress of Russia, to Copenhagen tj 
risit her father. While there they 
aw some of the wonderful cures that 
heir fellow countryman was making. 
Bo the princess bought an apparatus

three .young women are to.be given 
Sowries. The girls must be between 
the ages of "16 and 25, and must be 
firawn by lot. For a year this fund 
has suspended operations owing to a 
Sisagreement over the method of be- 
stowing the money.

Bristol, founded a Bed Maids' school. 
Since 1634 the trustees of Th« school 
have been awarding 
a dowry to 


meritorious girls in the school. The 
regulations are much the same as 
those in effect in the White fund, 
jut the young woman has to pro- 
duce the 'marriage certificate before 
ler application :s considered. 


At Windsor there is another old 


marriage fund, which gave dowries 
of $80 to applicants. There is no 
method of selection in this case, and 
the applicants do not have to take 
their chances with a lottery. The 
trustees of the fund exercise their 
discretion when the application 
is 


made, and if they pass favorably 
on it the grant is made at once. 


Cardiff possesses its fund in the 


name of the third marquis of Bute's 
silver wedding dowry fund. The 
patronage is vested in the mayor 
alone. 
One of the stipulations is 


that on presentation of the money, 
after the marriage, the couple must 
be reminded of the origin 
of 
the 


fund. The mayr is obliged to read 
to them the first eleven verses of 
the second chapter of St. John. "And 
the third day there was a marriage 
in Cana of Galilee." 


NEWS FROM ANT i -LLS. 


gone to the ant and considered her 
ways; but the. diligent little woman's 
store of wisdom is not yet exhausted. 


Woman is correct and so is "her," 


for most of the ants, as well as the 
bees, and all the workers of both 
species are females. 
And of these 


females all but the queen are old 
maids, eschewing matrimony as 
nuisance and an impediment to use- 
ful work. Now the astonishing dis- 
covery has been made that their 
celibacy constitutes no bar to their 
perpetuation of the species, at least 
for several generations. It has long 
been .known that virgin queens, both 
of bees and ants, lay eggs, and i1 
has become known more recently thai 
the workers, which never mate, do 
the .same thing, but it has been as- 
sumed, from imperfect observation 
that these eggs always hatch into 
•drones or males, never into females 
of either the queen or the worker 
variety. 


A German naturalist named Reich 


enbach has been putting the.matte 
to a simple test, which, however 
has occupied several years. In th 
spring of 1899 he imprisoned eleve 
worker ants in an observation nest 
Soon they laid eggs, which hatche 
not into males 
but into workers 


Later in the season, at the natura 
mating time in July, a few male 
were hatched out. 
The same thin 


was repeated next year. Then th 
colony had increased from the orig- 
inal eleven to some 300, only two 
or three dozens of which were males. 
The process was repeated in 1901, 
but the colony had begun to dwindle 
and in '1902 it perished "from un- 
known causes" and thus put an end 
to the experiment. 


No perfect females (queens) were 


produced, although the insects were 
provided with an abundance of food, 
which is commonly supposed to • fa- 
vor the production of queens. But 
the workers were far in excess of 
the males, which, according to the 
prevailing theory, should have con- 
stituted the entire product. 


The remarkable fact is that these 


workers, instead of producing only 
males, which cannot carry on the 
species without 
mating, 
producet 


workers like themselves, which could 
and did do so. This went on for 
several generations.

Well, indeed, may * woman be re- 


ported of for good works, in such a 
world as ours, if she have relieved 
the afflicted. Such women we sorely 
needed. There is suffering 
every- 


where, in the rich man's palace and 
the poor man's tenement. If 
any 


woman desire* to be well reported of 
for good worjts, she can attain her 
iinbition in no surer, 
better way 


than in relieving the afflicted. It is 
» glorious mission that has been 
chosen by these noble women, who 
are graduating a» trained 
nurses, 


and are going forth in their striped 
uniform*, like valiant soldiers, to 
contend with fell disease. I want to 
present to you my 
conception 
of 


what such a woman should 'be, 
whether she stands by the operating 
table, or bends over the' invalid's 


bed, 
or walks through the wards of 


i hospital for contagious diseases, or 
sterilize! the surgeon's knives, just 
before the limb is to be amputated. 
Every year of my residence in Chi- 
cago I have been asked by th« offi- 
cials of the different training-schools 
to speak upon this subject. I take 
this opportunity to address not a sin- 
gle graduating class 
of trained 


nurses, but to speak to all the differ- 
»nt training-schools for nurses- with 
which my pulpit comes into contact. 


The scope of my theme can. best 


be realized if the hearer is led into 
the humble home o£ the most beloved 
»nd internationally honored of all 
women living at the present time. 
Who is the? I will 
answer that 


question by relating an incident 
which happened about the year 
1858. Lord.itratford was entertain- 
ing at a London banquet many of 
the prominent military officers of the 
British army, who had led to Tictory 
the queen's soldiers in the Crimean 
conflict. 
As a matter of curiosity, 


the noble lord asked them, one and 
all, this question: "Who do you 
think, of all the participants of the 
late war, will be the most honored 
and most revered by the coming gen- 
erations?" He asked his guests to 
write the names of their choice upon 
slips of paper, and he -would read the 
same and announce the result, of the 
ballot. When the slips were collect- 
ed, the/Tote.,was -unanimous. Won- 


^ 'derisd'to state, the name which Lord 


"Stratford announced was not that of 
a general. It belonged to an unti- 
tied woman. Her name was Flor- 
ence Nightingale. Who was Plorencs 
Nightingale? She was not a Joan of 


Arc, 
or Marie Theresa, who achieved 


victories by the sword. She won her 
universal fame by the way she bound 
-together the bleeding lips 
of 
the 


wounds which the 
surgeon's knife 


had opened. She carried in her hand 
not the battleTtorn Union Jack, but 
the white bandage. 
She. ignited no 


flame which burst forth 
from the 


cannon's mouth. She simply lighted 
a little candle, with which she went 
'from ward to -ward in the field hos- 
pitals, long after the tired men were 
asleep. 


A FAMOUS NURSE'S GIFT. 


Who was Florence Nightingale? I 


will tell you. She w-as the heroic 
nurse who did not want the British 
people to rear for her a monument 
of cold marble; but instead, she took 
the $250,000 which was a free-will 
offering given by her 
countrymen, 


and with it built and endowed, only 
a short distance from Westminster 
Abbey, the famous 
training-school 


lor nurses which now bears 
her 


name. 
This school, established in 


1860, is the foster-mother of all the 
modern training-schools for nurses. 
When a woman so honored by church 
and state as Florence 
Nightingale 


thinks the development of the train- 
ed nurss a work so important that 
she devotes to it her fortune and her 
consecrated energies, we need make 
no apology for taking as our thems 
this morning the qualities which arc 
needed in the ideal nurse. 


The trained nurse, in the 
first 


place must be intelligent. She is the 
right arm of the physician. By tha? 
we do not mean that the 
trained 


nurse is to be a mere automatic ma- 
chine, and that when the physician's 
pulls the string she is to move, and 
when he stops pulling she is to stand 
still. Oh, no! She is to be far more. 
.When Stone-srall Jackson lay dying, 
after having been shot at Chancel- 
lors-vine, Bobert E, Lee turned to the 
messenger who brought him the saci 
news and said: "Tell General Jack- 
son he cannot, and must not die. If 
Stonewall Jackson dies, I shall lose 
my right arm." 
When Eobert E. 


Lee said that, he did not assert that 
General Jackson had no brain, no 
thinking power, or that, as 
Lee's 


right arm. he merely obeyed the be- 
hests of Robert E. "Lee's brain. He 
meant that Jackson 
was, in 
on; 


sense, absolutely essential to him for 
the best organizing and development 
of the southern armies, as —ell as for 
helping him in the laying out of a 
campaign. 
So we find that today, 


the intelligent trained nurse is more 
thaa the mere physical right arm of 


physician; she is his eyes, hi* 
id*, his constant helper. Whai 
j intelligent trained nurse is abi 
report, in reference to the progre. 
the patient, to a greet extent de- 


the physician's diagnosis. 
H< 


,ee» the patient but once in twenty 
'our hours, while she is by the iu- 
vaua'i bed practically all the time, 
ihe can record the progress of the 
disewe by-the flight of minutes; hi 
can only study it by the morniac 
and evening call. The value of tht 
Intelligent nurse is to be found In 
what she sees, as well as in what she 
is willing to do; her usefulness is to 
be enhanced by what she can tell, 
as well as by her willingness to obiy 
orders. 


"It is high time," Florence Night- 


ingale once wrote, "that the fallacy 
should be exploded that every woman 
is able to become a competent nurse. 
It is high time that the standard of 
our training 
schools for nurses 


should be raised, that unworthy in- 
stitutions should be crushed out, and 
that the question of a trained nurse's 
efficiency should not be decided by 
her ability to buy a gingham dress 
and to read a thermometer. 
It is 


high time that the state legislatures 
should place laws upon the statute 
book so that the graduates of these 
different institutions should be com- 
pelled to pats examinations for 11- 
censure, as the doctor, the pharma^ 
cist, the lawyer or the locomotive en> 
gineer are compelled to do. Incom 
petent nursing has involved the loss 
of many a life and caused many an 
agonizing pain. 
Some time ago 


dear friend of mine—a brother min 
ister—had his little five-year-old son 
nearly burned to death. The only 
way to save the child's life was bj 
irraftinf human skin upon the littl 
one's stomach and chest. The fathe 
and the child's two brothers volun 
teertd to let the doctor peel the skin 
from their bodies to save the baby' 
life. 
After one of the brother! 


noble lad about ten years of age— 
had had the skin cut off his arms an 
shoulders and chest, 
the surgeon 


turned to the nurse and said, "Nurse 
where did you get that knife?" "Ou 
of the alcohol," she answered. "Hi 
you then place the blade in ateril 
water before you gave it to me? 
"No," she answered, "I did not know 
you wanted me to do it." "Then, 
•aid the surgeon, "we have cut a 
the skin oft from this boy's body fo 
nothing. 
Your -criminal ignoranc 


is to blame for this useless sufferini 
You should have known enough ' 
place that knife in sterile 
wate 


You profess to be a trained surgica 
nurse and a graduate of a nurse 
college." Thus, you women about 
become trained nurses, it ie of vlt 
importance that you are intelligen 
and efficient. 
It is of vital impor 


ance that you should know the yalu 


you have to die, don't txs a coward. 


of fresh air and of 
proper 
die 


etics. 
It 
is 
of vital 
impor 


ance that you obey the laws of clean 
liness and not allow your patient to 
become infected. 
The ignorance of 


incompetent nurses has sent many 
a patient to the grave. If you vol- 
untarily enter your noble profession 
intellectually 
unqualified 
you are 


committing a sin against the human 
race, just as surely as is the ignorant 
switchman who throws 
open the 


wrong switch, and sends the passen- 
ger train crashing into the freight 
train which has been aide-tracked. 
"I did not know" in the sick room is 
about as criminal as "I 
did not 


think," or "I forgot." In this age 
of fine training schools for nurses 
it is just as much every nurse's busi- 
ness to learn how to think right as 
it is to learn how to do right. 


The ideal nurse should be a Chris- 


tian woman. During the dark night, 
when the black-winged death angel 
is hovering, wing-and-wing, beside 
the white-winged birth angel, 
or 


when, in the crisis of pneumonia or 
typhoid, the life seems to be hanging 
by a slender thread, no intelligent 
nurse is so competent to bend over 
the bed as the one who believes in 
God and prayer, and the one who can 
ask for the divine blessing when she 
pours out the medicine or places the 
ice-bag on the fevered brow. A great 
deal of Florence Nightingale's power 
over her patients was due to the fact 


Die like a man!"

.is -side and began to tell him of that 
iirist who was waiting to b« hi* 
saviour, whether he lived or died. 
\fter awhile tears of penitence rolled 
own the lad'* cheeks.

)o yon not feel that a Christian 
urse's practical usefulness is en- 
tanced when, during the convsUsc- 
ag hours, she can talk upon the 
igher, ihe spiritual themes of life, 
nd send her patient forth from the 
ick room with noble aspirations to 
0 right? 
You know, as well as I 


:now, 
thnt much of the sickness of 


his world is due to the direct results 
if sin. Therefore, is it not in one 
sense essential for an ideal nurse to 
>e a Christian woman, "so that she 
may light against the cause as well 
.c the results of many sicknesses? 
But there is another reason why 
he nurse should be a Christian wo- 
man. No young girl who enters this 
noble profession it morally and spir • 
tually safe, unless she enters it with 
the divine arm of protection encir- 
cling her. We talk about the temp- 
tations which co 
actor and actress. 
Mary Anderson, 


once the uncrowned queen of tha 
American theater, has warned young 
girls against the temptations. Actors 
ike Edwin Booth would never allow 
their daughters to follow in their 
footsteps. 
Some of us would rather 


see our daughters dead than hear 
that they were going upon the stage. 
But the ifemptations of the stage have 
their counterpart in the perils, more 
subtle and no less menacing, of the 
nurse's career. The breaking of the 
home ties, the silence of the sick 
room, the evils of the hospital, the 
unprincipled live* of many physi- 
cians, and the perils which must nec- 
essarily arise 
in the discussion of 


certain cases, all conspire to over- 
throw the spiritual life of one who 
may have entered the nurse's pro- 
fession with the highest and noblest 
of purposes. Ah, nurse, you realize 
only 
too well that'the words of 


warning which I speak have a far- 
reaching and overpowering meaning. 
Therefore, if you are going to enter 
this profession in your own strength, 
1 beg of you to stop before it is too 
late. 
Better scrub in the kitchen, 


stand behind the counter, be a cham- 
bermaid or anything that is honor- 
able, however humble, rather than 
attempt to be a trained nurse with- 
out Christ by your side. As a noble, 
Christian woman, a trained nurse has 
the grandest opportunities for use- 
fulness. As one who is not divinely 
protected, she is in weekly and daily, 
aye, perhaps, 
in hourly danger of 


spiritual overthrow. 
. . 


The ideal nurse should be a brave 


woman. 
The battlefield, with its 


oemp«t«at none know* tiut fc*r pa-• 
tUnt it being car*d for by an incom- 
pcttnt physician, then that nurse 
should go to that doctor and tell him 
plainly what she knows, and then 
and there refuse to work any longer 
under his orders. She should do *s 
an officer in the United StatM army 
ought to do. As an officer in the 
army, I must obey my commander's 
orders. If I do not, then I am pun- 
ished. But if I know that my com- 
mander is a drunken incompetent, or 
Isv following a fatally wrong policy, 
then I should have the moral courage 
to hand in my resignation, or to pro- 
test to the higher authorities. That is 
exactly what certain officers in 
the 


j Spanish-American war did, in refer- 
ence to their orders in Cuba. When 
the 
Washington 
war department 


wanted to keep the American army 
in Cuba, after Santiago had been cap- 
tured, all the generals wrote a pub- 
lic protest to the president, and that 
protest brought the army home. A 
trained nurse has no moral right to 
trork under an incompetent pbysl- 


hwr daufhUr be under any other eat* 
.but h*r own. Within a few day*, the 
young girl died. I officiated at the 
funeral. They had a beautiful casket 
and plenty of flowers, but the whole 
service teemed to me a mockery. I 
do not say that mother killed her 
child; but I do say that if she had 
been taken to the hospital and receiv- 
ed the right kind of treatment, th* 
daughter might have recovered. 


Secondly: 
I have preached this 


sermon, because I want to throw wide 
open a door of usefulness for Chris- 
tian women. Nursing is essentially 
woman's work. It is as much a wo- 
man's work, as caring for a baby is a 
mother's work. Therefore, I -rant to 
show to young women 
a field in 


which they can 'not only make an 
honorable living, but in which 
they can do an infinite amount 
of 
good. Sisters and daughters, 


Christian girls, it is time for sorno 
of you to stop learning to play upon 
the piano, -when you have no musical 
talent, or trying to pain upon china, 
when you have no artistic talent, and

The ideal nurse should be a happy 


woman. Happy! Why? Because as 
King Solomon wrote, "A merry heart 
doeth good like a medicine." 
The 


rippling laugh makes the croaking 
owl*, and the bats, and the vermin, 
which Iqve to fly or walk or crawl 
about in the midnight gloom, flee for 
their lives. Happy! Why? Because 
good.cheer is contagious as well as 
infectious. The nurse's smile in tho 
sick room has the same 
curative 


qualities as the sun bath, or an alco- 
holic rub. And yet there are some 
nurses who go about their tasks with 
the soured Visago of an undertaker's 
assistant, rather than with the radi- 
ant face of one who is trying to cheer 
up those who are pain-racked and de- 
pressed. They never seem to reaiiza 
that a true nur«e's facial expression 
should be full of sunshine; as well 
as her finger's touch gentle and true. 


But outside of her duty towards the 


patient, there is another reason why 
the ideal nurse should be happy. Her 
life is one of self-sacrifice. 
It is a 


life which has in it a sweet conscious- 
ness that she is trying to help her 
fellow-men. It is not a Hie of mere 
money-making, as many suppose. 
After the trained nurse has taken out 
her legitimate expenses, she has lit- 
tle money to save. 
It is a life of 


sweet and noble self-sacrifice. In 
1899, 
Mr. H. C. Fahnestock, a 


wealthy merchant, gave $100,000 to 
endow a training school for nurses, 
because he had seen two nurses ten- 
derly care for his dying wife. 
He 


knew they were worth all the hslp 
that he gave: He knew that the ideal 
nurse, 
whom such an institution 


would develop, was a woman capable 
of self-sacrifice—a woman who trusts 
in Him who said: "He that loseth 
his life for my sake shall find it.' 


Oh, the transcendent joy 
of tha 


Christian nurse's sacrifice for others! 
It is the same joy that came to that 
young girl of Doctor Keigwin's 
church at Wilmington, Delaware. 
Her little brother had a diseasec 
limb. 
The flesh over tho bruised 


bone would not heal. 
The doctors 


told the father that unless they coulc 
get soms little child wtfo was willing 
to have her flesh grafted onto his 
he must die. The young sister hearc 


of Florence Nightingale! And mtiy

How they knew that the earthquake was

That there were millions of them may be

Think of a pudding two hundred feet long 


and so heavy that one hundred sturdy men 
and boys may just carry It. That Is quite 
stupendous even in this day of gigantic 
things,, but the fact that the making did not 
take, place In New York or Chicago may be a 
bit disappointing at first flash. It was on a 
Pacific Island, however, and the man who 
stands for the story tells It in this fashion: 


"I had been ten years on Savage Island 


and meant to come to England on a visit, but 
before leaving went to each village to say 
'good-by1 to the people. We had been three 
weeks from home when we got to a little vil- 
lage called Liku. The evening after our ar- 
rival there was a terrible commotion—men, 
women and children were running about- 
some carrying sticks, some logs of wood and 
some big stonei. The men began digging a 
long, shallow trench with, their sharp pointed 
sticks. 


"The boys brought blgstonesand firewood. 


These were piled up all along one side of the 
tench. 
The wood was then set fire to, and 


was soon blazing, while the stones on toe 
top were getting hot. 
While the flre was 


burning one side, little bundles of something 
white and soft were being undone from the 
clean leaves that contained them- This was 
the paste out of which the pudding was to 
be made. 
"There were no flour, suet, eggs, milk, plums 
or currants in it. It was the paste of n 
native vegetable called taro and old cocoa- 
nut, both grated very fine and mixed to- 
gether. A long pudding cloth was laid along 
the side of the trench, aud In It the*puddiiig 
was carefully wrapped. It was not calico 
or linen, but nice clean bannaa leaves. Over 
this long cocoauut leaves w«w plaited. 
Wbeu tire stones were hot enough some 
were quickly laid along the bottom of the 
trench, then the long pudding laid on top of 
them, nnd then some more stones at the sides 
and on the top. 


"Some girls had brought heaps of leaves to 


lay over the top t» keep the heat nnd steam 
In. nnd the earth which had been dug out 
of. the trench was thrown over the top. The 
cocks and pudding makers all went to sleep 
ami left the stnrs to watch their cookery.
